Rene Capiastrian Garza of Mex- 
ico City is recognized &s the provi- 
sional President of the new gov- 
ernment. 

The proclamation was signed by 
Gens. Nicolas Fernandez and Juan 
B. Galindo. Fernandez is operat- 
ing in Chihuahua and Galindo is 
leading a revolutionary movement 
in Durango. Both of these com- 
manders are behind the movement 
to place the “Government of Free- 
dom’’ in power in Mexico, members 
of the party here say.
